April 2, 1911. 


THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, ll Kings y, 1-14. 
Memory Verses, 13, 14—Golden Text, 
lea. xiv, 22—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


It la a most interesting and profitable 
study to search out in the Old Testa­ 
ment all the people and the events 
which the Lord Jesus mentioned in His 
teaching and to remember that Jesus 
of the New Testament is none other 
than the Lord God of the prophets, 
whose goings forth have been from of 
old, from tile days of eternity (Mic. v, 
2, margin). In Luke iv, 27, He men­ 
tions both Naaman and Elisha, and of 
course that includes the little maid 
of Israel and all the other people aud 
incidents of the story. 
In chapter iv, 8, we read of a great 
woman, and now it is a great man 
and honorable, a deliverer aud mighty 
^man of valor, but a leper. He was a 
great man in the eyes of bis fellows, 
but bad he lived in Israel be would 
have had to live without the camp. 
Leprosy is a wonderful type of sin, 
and, it matters not how great a man 
may be in other men’s eyes, if he is 
an unsaved sinner he is a child of 
wrath, dead in sins, without Christ 
and without God (Eph. ii, I, 3, 12), and 
those who die in that condition are 
forever shut out (Rev. xxi, 8, 27). In 
as seemingly strange ways as the Lord 
brought healing to Naaman He still 
wins sinners to Himself. He may use 
a captive maid, humble servants, wa­ 
ters of Jordan, etc., but He is always 
seeking to save the lost, not willing 
that any should perish (II Pet. iii, 9). 
The little captive maid stolen away 
from her home might have so hated 
her captors as to wish them evil and 
be glad that Naaman was a leper, but 
she evidently had the spirit of Him 
who taught to love our enemies and 
to be subject even to perverse people 
(Matt, v, 44; I Pet. ii, 18). 
So she 
pitied Naaman and told of the prophet 
In Samaria, of whom she knew' or had 
heard many wonderful things. 
From 
the slowness of believers to tell of the 
Lord Jesus and His wonderful redemp­ 
tion the world lias a right to conclude 
that they have nothing wonderful to 
tell. 
The result of the little maid’s testi­ 
mony was that the king of Syria sent 
Naaman to the king of Israel with a 


letter and a lot of silver and gold and 
raiment, asking from the king health 
for his servant. 
There was a double 
mistake in sending to the king in­ 
stead of the prophet and in supposing 
that money could purchase heaven’s 
gifts. 
The maid had spoken of the 
prophet in Samaria, not the king, and 
a true prophet is a spokesman for 
God. 
But royalty can only deal with 
royalty and, as a rule, has no use for 
poor men even if they are prophets. 
Such pride must be laid low before 
God can help such people. 
The king of Israel thought that the 
king of Syria was seeking a quarrel 
with him in making such a request, 
and he rent his clothes. Elisha, hear­ 
ing of it, said to the king, “Let him 
come now' to me, and he shall know j 
that there is a prophet in Israel.” So 
Naaman came in all his pomp and 
pride to the door of the house of 
Elisha, thinking that the prophet would 
make a display of his power aud in 
some striking way give him health. 
When the prophet did not deign even 
to come to the door, but sent a mes­ 
senger, saying, “Go and wash in Jor­ 
dan seven times, and thy flesh shall 
come again to thee, and thou shalt 
be clean,” Naaman was so angry that 
he turned and went awny iii a rage. 
When we remember that even Abra­ 
ham’s thoughts brought him trouble 
(Gen. xx. ll) and Mary’s supposing 
gave her three days of sorrow’ (Luke 
ii, 44-46) we do not w’ouder so much 
at the result of Naaman’s thoughts. 
Simple faith in God and prompt obedi­ 
ence is the only safe way. 
Servants 
sometimes have more sense than their 
masters, and so it proved in this case, 
for, as they reasoned with Naaman 
that he would gladly have done some 
great thing, then why not do this sim­ 
ple thing? He w'ent and did as Elisha 
had said, and his flesh became as the 
flesh of a little child, and he was clean. 
There was no special value or effica­ 
cy in the waters of Jordan, but it was 
to Naaman a lesson in humility and 
obedience and submission to the true 
God. 
Iu the matter of salvation for 
the sinner there is only one w’ay, one 
name, one sacrifice, one precious blood, 
and he who disdains It cannot be sav­ 
ed. 
Naaman, being healed, returned 
to Elisha with a good confession, “Be­ 
hold, now' I know’ that there is no 
God in all the earth but in Israel” (lo), 
and he would fain have rewarded the 
prophet. How* grand is the dignity of 
the soul that can turn down earth’s 
silver and gold and say to such as 
Naaman, “As the Lord liveth before 
whom 'I stand I will receive none.” 
Compare Gen. xiv, 22-23; Dan. v, 17. 
See also the rich young ruler w’ho was 
told by our Lord to give all that he had 
to the poor (Luke xviii, 22) and then 
follow Jesus, thus revealing to bim 
his own heart, and that his possessions 


were his god, and that he wms bread­ 
ing the first commandment. I expect 
that Judas Iscariot was troubled by 
our Lord’s words to the rich ruler, and 
we are quite certain that Gehazi was 
troubled by Elisha’s rejection of Naa­ 
man’s w ealth. 
Consider the result of 
his covetousness (verse 27) and re­ 
member the words of our Lord in Luke 
xii, 15, “Take heed and beware of 
covetousness, for a man’s life consist­ 
e d not In the abundance of the 
things w'hich he possessed.” 


Prayer Meeting Topic For the Week 
Beginning April 2, 1911. 
Topic.—Lessons from great lives.—IV. 
Joshua.—Josh, i, 1-11. (Consecration meet­ 
ing.) Edited by Rev. Sherman H. Doyle, 
D. D. 
“The proper study of mankind is 
man.” Few’ studies are more profit­ 
able. No man ever yet lived whose life 
cannot teach us some useful lesson. 
The lives of some men can teach us 
many. Intent upon making the most 
of our own lives, we should seek in­ 
struction from the great characters of 
history. Who were they? What talents 
did they possess? What obstacles did 
they overcome? What was the secret 
of their success? Wherein did they 
fail? Approaching these men of the 
past with such questions upon our lips, 
we are surprised to find what valuable 
messages they have to give us. Many 
young men and many young women J 
have come to be morally strong and 
have been inspired to high and noble 
endeavor by reading the biography of 
some noble, heroic soul. 
Such a soul was Joshua. He filled a 
great man’s place iii a great w’ay. He 
accomplished a most difficult work. 
The history of his life teaches many 
truths. Think of these four only: 
1. The value of fidelity. For years 
Joshua had occupied an inferior posi­ 
tion. He was known as Moses’ minis­ 
ter. What his duties W’ere w’e do not 
know*. 
It is enough to know that he 
accepted them and fulfilled them in the 
spirit of faithfulness. Because he had 
a faithful past God made him leader 
of his people Isreal. Do you fill an 
humble place? In what spirit are you 
filling it? You will never hear God’s 
voice saying “Come up higher!” unless 
you are putting your best into your 
present task. Them that honor God, 
God will honor. 
“Be thou faithful 
unto death anti I will give thee the 
crown of life.” 
2. Joshua accepted his w’ork as from 
God. It w'as God who had called him 
to it. 
That gave him power in it. 
That made him triumph over its diffi­ 
culties. 
Has God called you to some 


work? Then you can do ft*. You can 
do anything that God wants you to do. 
A divine call means a divine equip­ 
ment. 
Think of Paul. 
Think of Lu­ 
ther. 
Think of all men w’ho have 
achieved great things for God. If you 
accept your w’ork as from God, under­ 
take it in His strength, carry it on by 
His help, you will abundantly succeed. 
3. Joshua had God’s presence. 
“As 
I was with Moses, so I will be with 
thee; I will not fall thee nor forsake 
thee.” 
That w’as the great secret of 
Joshua’s courage—yes, and of his suc­ 
cess. 
It is told of the soldiers of 
Napoleon that w’hen he was on the 
heights, watching them as they fought, 
the knowiedge that his eye was upon 
them inspired them to noble and he­ 
roic deeds. 
But wiien he came down 
Into their midst his presence made 
them invincible. 
Our Lord does not 
watch us from the heights. “I am with 
you a1 w’ay.” Do we practice Ills pres­ 
ence? Do we look to Him for strength? 
That means success, both in our char­ 
acter and in our w’ork. 
4. Joshua had God’s promise of suc­ 
cess. 
Therefore, weak though he felt 
himself to be, hard as he knew' his 
task would prove, he did not despair. 
God wants no man to fail as a Chris­ 
tian, either in his life or in his w’ork. 
But certain conditions must be honor­ 
ed if w’e are to succeed. We must ac­ 
cept our life and work as from God. 
We must depend upon Him for guid­ 
ance and for grace. We must treasure 
Ills word in our hearts and believe He 
is with us. 
Tho conditions are very 
simple, but they mean a life surren­ 
dered to do God’s will. Are you living 
such a life?

Nogales, Ariz., March 31.—One thou­ 
sand rebels and federals have been 
killed in a battle which has waged in 
the vicinity of Urea since last Mon­ 
day, according to report. San Rafael, 
near Urea, was completely destroyed 
by fire which started when a big flour 
mill was dynamited.

and children are said to have been 
among the victims of a battle which 
was fought while the town was burn­ 
ing. The insurrectos have 1,500 men 
at Ures and these are being joined by 
many recruits from the surrounding 
couhtry. The original federal force is 
said to have numbered 800 men, in­ 
cluding 200 Yaquis under Chief Buie.

h im. 
Th e gale was so bad th at none 
of th e oth er balloons would venture 
up, so Mr. Tevis went with Howard 
and Corey , even th ough it was against 
th e pilot’s wish es as h e did not care 
to go up with th ree men on in good 
weath er not considering th e 
storm 
th at was brewing. 
Th ey left th e ground at 7 :10 one 
evening in November at Latonia and 
landed at 
Derby , 
N. Y., at 
fou r 
o’clock th e nex t morning after h av­ 
ing covered 5 79 miles in th e most cel- 
brated ballooii fligh t in th e h istory of 
aerial navigation. 
Mr. Howard say s 
th at th ey rose in th e air easily and 
sailed north ward. 
Th eir speed in­ 
creased and th ey h ad not been in th e 
air long until rain began to fall. Lat­ 
er th e rain tu rned to h ail and th e oc­ 
cu pants of th e balloon were nearly 
frozen. Bu t th en th eir troubles were 
only beginning, according to th e tale 
wh ich Mr. Howard recited. 
Th ey sped on north ward, recogniz­ 
ing many of th e big cities of Oh io as 
th ey passed over th em. Th e men were 
despairing of 
aligh ting 
before th e 
nigh t passed and h ad no idea wh ere 
th e terrible gale would blow th em. 
Th ey were almost numb with th e cold 
due to th e ru sh th rough 1h e air and 
th e h eavy h ail. Th e drop in temper­ 
atu re cau sed th e water on th e balloon 
to freeze and 'th e valve was frozen up 
so th at th e gas could not be let out 
of th e bag and allow th em to descend. 
Icicles fro£ e all 
over th e 
balloon 
basket. 
Toward midnigh t Mr. Howard said 
th at h e could h ear a 
distant 
roar 
wh ich h e well recognized as 
Lake 
Erie. 
He said th at Corey knew th e 
meaning of th e sound, bu t th at Mr. 
Tevis, being inex perienced in aerial 
navigation, did not know th e meaning 
of th e sound. 
Th e balloon 
passed 
safely across th e lake and went twen­ 
ty miles inland to a Canadian town. 
Th e men in th e ballon were relieved 
after th ey h ad crossed th e lake with ­ 
out an accident, wh en th ey suddenly

balloon h ad been ch anged.

traveling in an 
easterly 
direction 
and it th en seemed imminent th at th ey 
must traverse th e full length of Lake 
Erie. 
Th at is wh at th ey did th at 
nigh t, as it will be 
remebered, th e 
th ree men facing death many times 
during th e nigh t. 
According to Mr. Howard, th e bal­ 
loon was h eavy 
due to th e 
ex tra 
weigh t with th ree men aboard and th e 
ice clinging on to it on all sides. Th e 
weigh t of th e balloon and th e gale 
finally cau sed th e balloon to descend 
until th e basket was almost touch ing 
th e water. Wh en it seemed very like­ 
ly th at th e basket would sink in th e 
water and th e th ree men would be 
lost in th e lake and drowned th e pilot 
began ordering material th rown out. 
Two bags of sand th at were left were 
cast out on th e waters and th e men 
began to th row every th ing away th at 
would lessen th e weigh t in th e basket 
until th ey were left with noth ing but 
th eir cloth es. 
Wh en th ey came to th e last resort, 
after th e balloon h ad sunk again and 


was near th e water line th ey began 
th rowing away th eir cloth ing, all of 
wh ich was h eavy on accou nt of th e 
ice and water on th em. 
In order to 
save th emselves from drowning th ey 
were compelled to take off ex ery th ing 
bu t th eir trou sers and face th e gale 
almost naked. 
Finally as absolutely 
th e last resort, th ey cut th eir anch or 
loose as it dragged along in th e water 
and pulled th e balloon down. 
Finally th ey saw 
th e 
ligh ts of 
Buffalo in th e distance and th en fear­ 
ed th at th eir air craft would fall in 
th at city . 
Bu t th ey passed over it 
safely and began to descend.

balloon was traveling abou t 5 0 miles 
and h ou r and once wh en th e basket h it 
th e ground and tore a big h ole in th e 
earth , Tevis was th rown 
from th e 
basket several feet th rou gh th e air 
to th e ground. He lay th ere stunned 
and finally picked h is way to i^farm 
h ouse wh ere h e was taken to th e town 
wh ere th e balloon finally landed.

a part of th e roof. Th e basket caugh t 
in a tree and was h eld safely , wh ile 
Corey climbed dowTn to th e 
ground. 
Mr. Howard, th e pilot, was th rown 
ou t on th e roof of th e h ouse and su f­ 
fered a broken wrist bone and several 
painfu l wounds in h is h ead. 
Th e two men, numb and cold, h alf- 
naked and bleeding, 
finally 
made 


friends with th e people, wh o believed 
th at an ex plosion h ad taken place,
